BRITISH ARMY OFFICER HELD 
PRISONER IN LONDON TOWER 


Captain of -Distinguished Regiment 
Accused Under Official Secrets 
Act.

LONDON, Feb. 8—A_ country- 
wide sensation has been caused by 
the disclosure that an officer of the 
Seaforth Highlanders, one of En- 
gland’s most famous and most 
proud regiments, is a prisoner in 
the Tower of London charged with 
having committed on alleged of- 
fense under the official secrets act. 

The War Office, announcing this, 
offered no further explanation. The 
official secrets act is applied in 
cases where it is suspected there 
has been leakage of secret infor- 
mation. 

Most officers of the Seaforth 
Highlanders hold high social posi- 
tions. It is rarely these days that 
the grim tower, with is centuries- 
old background of bloody tragedies, 
contains a prisoner.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 8.—Su- 
preme Judge Clarence A. Burney 
of Kansas City died suddenly of 
heart disease at 2 o’clock this 
morning in his living quarters in 


the Supreme Court Building here. 
He died five minutes after the ar- 
rival of a physician who had been 
summoned by other Judges. 

Judge Burney apparently had 
been in good health and participat- 
ed in a conference of court en banc 
yesterday and worked on an opin- 
ion in office last night. After mid- 
night he notified other Judges 
who reside in the building that he 
was ill, but did not request that a 
physician be called until shortly 
before his death. 

Funeral arrangements have not 
been completed, pending word from 
relatives. Judge Burney, 58 years 
old, was a bachelor. Immediate 
relatives are two brothers and three 
sisters in Kansas. 


On Bench Only a Month. 


Burney, a Democrat, had been on 
the bench since last Jan. 2, when 
he took office for a 10-year term, 
to which he was elected last No- 
vember. His successor will be ap- 
pointed by Gov. Park to serve until 
the general election in November, 
1934. At that time a successor will 
be elected for the. remainder of, 
Judge Burney’s tefm. 

With him when he died were 
Judges William F. Frank, George 
R. Ellison and Ernest M. Tipton, 
all of whom reside in the building 
and who had been called after 
Judge Burney became acutely ill. 

Before his election to Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court last 
November, Judge Burney served

He was admitted to the practice of 


graduation from Kansas University 
and began the practice of law in 
Missouri in 1900. He served one 
term as Assistant City Counselor of 
Kansas City and one term as Mu- 
nicipal Judge of Kansas City. 
Had Pendergast Support. 

Judge Burney was one of the 
three Supreme Court candidates 
| whe received support of the Pen- 
| dergast Democratic organization in 
the primary election last August. 
The other two were Judge Ernest 
M. Tipton of Kansas City and Judge 
C. T. Hays of Hannibal, both of 
whom were nominated and elected 
with Burney. 

Gov. Park said this morning that 
he would not even consider the 
subject of Judge Burney’s suc- 
cessor until after the funeral. 

“T am so shocked at the death 
of Judge Burney just at the be- 
ginning of what promised to be a 
great career as a Judge, that I 
can hardly realize it,” the Gover- 
nor said. “I have known Judge 
Burney a great many years and 
was very fond of him.” 

Fitzsimmons Suggested. 

It is understood, however, among 
well informed Democrats here 
that John T. Fitzsimmons of St. 
Louis, now a commissioner of the 
Supreme Court, will receive favor- 
able consideration. 

Fitzsimmons was a candidate for 


g | one of the two Democratic nom- 


inations for Division No. 2 of the 
court in the August primary and 
his defeat was attributed chiefly to 
the fact he did not receive the Pen- 
dergast support in Kansas City. The 
Kansas City organization has been 
friendly to Fitzsimmons, however, 
and it has been understood Fitz- 
simmons would receive the support 
of the organization in 1934 if he 
desired to be a candidate then. 
Both branches of the Legislature 
today adopted resolutions express- 
ing their sorrow over the death of 
Judge Burney and committees to 
attend the funeral were appointed.

THOMASON BODY 
I) EAHUMED FOR 
INQUIRY IN DEATH 


Autopsy to Be Performed 
and Chemical Tests Made 
at Little Rock to Deter- 


mine Cause. 


PROSECUTOR ASKS 
CORONER TO ACT 


Two of Widow’s St. Louis 
Lawyers Present at Time 
of Wealthy Realty Own- 
er’s Death. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 8— 
The body of Hugh W. Thomasson, 
wealthy St. Louis real estate owner, 
buried Jan. 30 in a cemetery here, 
was exhumed today for an autopsy 
to determine, if possible, the exact 
cause of death. 

The exhumation was made_ at 
the direction of Coroner Lawson C. 
Aday, who acted on the suggestion 


of Prosecuting Attorney Carl E. 
Bailey. The Prosecuting Attorney 
told the Coroner that a “casual in- 
quiry” into the circumstances of 
Thomasson’s death had led him to 
the conclusion a post-mortem ex- 
amination should be made. 

The Coroner announced he would 
examine the body immediately and 
would submit the internal organs 
to State Chemist William F. Mang- 
lesdorf for chemical analysis, which 
may take 10 days. 

Attending Doctor’s Diagnosis. 

Dr. Horace Ruff, who treated 
Thomasson once, on the day before 
his death, and who founl the real 
estate owner dead when he was 
summoned the next day, gave heart 
disease as the cause of death with 
ptomaine poisoning as a contrib- 
utory factor. He said today he was 
confident his diagnosis was correct. 

Thomasson’s death, on Jan. 28, 
was not reported to the Coroner 
and no inquest was held. Authori- 
ties here were unaware that Thom- 
asson was the elderly St. Louisan 
whose $750,000 estate had been in- 
volved in litigation since his mar- 
riage to Mrs. Grace Carolyn Ma- 
hood in July, 1930, when he was 73 
years old and she 29. 

Announcement of the death was 
not made in St. Louis until last 
Monday, nine days after it had oc- 
curred. R. Shad Bennett, one of 
Thomasson’s attorneys, appearing 
in court when a new setting for a 
sanity hearing for Thomasson was 
being arranged, informed the Court 
of the death. 

Wife’s Attorneys Present. 

Thomasson died here in a cottage 
rented less than 24 hours before 
his death. He was taken to the 
cottage ill by his wife and her St. 
Louis attorneys, Randolph Laugh- 
lin and Wilfred Jones. Laughlin, 
Jones and Laughlin’s secretary, 
Miss Mary Eaton, were present 
during the illness and at the time 
of death. 

Investigators have gathered the 
story of Thomasson’s last days and 
death piecemeal from the few who 
came in contact with the Thomas- 
son party in Little Rock. It was 
learned that the Thomassons and 
the attorneys were at a hotel on 
Jan. 26. 

Henry Johnson, owner of a cot- 
tage on South Taylor street, said 
Mrs. Thomasson and Laughlin rent- 
ec his home that day, arranging to 
occupy it at 6 p. m. the next day, 
Friday. Before the party arrived on 
Friday, however, Dr. Ruff called at 
the door and said he had been sent 
by former Gov. Tom P. Terral to 
attend a man named Thomasson. 

Attorney Gave Check for Rent. 

The group arrived 10 minutes 
later. Mrs. Thomasson and Laugh- 
lin completed the details of renting 
the house and the lawyer tendered 
a $70 check in payment for a 
month’s rent and a deposit assur- 
ing care for the furniture, Johnson 
said. 

While the arrangements were be- 
ing completed, Thomasson was 
taken into the house and to a bed- 
room by Attorney Jones and Miss 
Eaton, the secretary. Johnson left 
and the physician went in to at- 
tend Thomasson. 

“Gov. Terral called me _ Friday 

afternoon and asked me to visit the 
Thomasson home at 6 p. m.,” Dr. 
Ruff said today. “When I arrived, 
I was introduced to Mrs. Thomas- 
son, Mr. Jones and Mr. Laughlin. 
I found the patient was suffering 
from heart disease, which I diag- 
nosed as mitral insufficiency, not 
uncommon in persons of advanced 
age. \ 
“Mr. Laughlin and Mrs. omas- 
son told me the patient had eaten 
some fish which had upset him. The 
digestive disturbance from which 
he was suffering suggested pto- 
maine poisoning. I prescribed a 
mild heart tonic and tablets to re- 
lieve his nausea. I took possession 
of the tablets after his death and 
have them now. 

“The patient was able to talk ra-

The bodies of Mrs. Fern Guold- 
berg, a 41-year-old widow, and her 
22-month-old son, Arthur Jr., were 
found in her home at 1317 Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, jw@&t north of Page 
boulevard, in St. Louis County, at 
11:15 a. m. today. She had kiiled 
the child, apparently by chloroform. 
then had shot herself, presum:bly 
yesterday morning. 

On a dresser in the bedroom 
where the bodies lay on the bed 
was found a note addressed to an 
automobile salesman, which read as 
follows: 

This is the dying curse of a 
brother Mason’s widow that you 
cheated and lied to in a busincss 
deal because she trusted you. 

I hope you and yotrs are treut- 
ed 10 times as bad as you have 
treated me, for your cheating 
and lying caused me to take my 
baby’s and my life, and you will 
never have any luck as.long as 
you live.

Sister Finds Bodies. 


The bodies were found by Mrs. 
Goldberg's sister, Mrs. J. E. Klanke, 
4031 North Market street, and her 
husbarid, after Mrs. Klanke had re- 
ceived at her home this morning a 
note by mail from Mrs. Goldberg 
in which she announced she was 
going to kill herself and her son. 

On receipt of the note Mrs. 
Klanke summoned her husband 
from his work and they went out 
together. They found the key to 
the Goldberg cottage in the mail 
box, as Mrs. Goldberg had directed 
in the note, and upon entering, 
found the bodies. 

Mrs. Goldberg had shot herself 
in the left side of the abdomen af- 
ter placing the body of her son on 
the bed beside her. An undertaker, 
who took charge,.was of the opin- 
ion they had been dead more than 
24 hours and that Mrs. Goldberg 
had lived for several hours after 
shooting herself, since the wound 
was unlikely to have been immedi- 
ately fatal. 


Tells of Auto Trade. 


Mrs. Klanke told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that recently Mrs. Gold- 
berg had traded her automobile and 
$50 on another used car, but that 
the salesman who made the deal 
had failed to put the new car in 
running order as had been speci- 
fied in the sales agreement. 

Mrs. Goldberg’s husband, former- 
ly a salesman for a furniture store 
here and later manager of a furni- 
ture house in Cincinnati, died in 
Cincinnati more than a year ago. 
Mrs. Klanke said that as a result 
of his death Mrs. Goldberg was 
forced to give up their Cincinnati 
home, which they were purchasing 
on payments. She moved to the 
St. Louis County address three 
months ago. She had not worked 
since her husband’s death but had 
lived on money from his estate. 

In addition to Mrs. Klanke, she 
is survived by her brother, J. R. 
Matthews, 3215 St. Louis avenue, 
and a sister, Mrs. Blanche Ryan of 
Raymondville, Texas County, Mo.

NON-STOP RECORD 


O. R. Gayford and G. E. 
Nicholetts Make Journey 
From Eng'and to Wal- 
fish Bay, South Africa.

CAPE TOWN, Union of South 
Africa, Feb. 8.—-The British flyers, 
Squadron Leader O. R. Gayford 
and Flight Lieut. G. E. Nicholetts, 
landed at Walfish Bay at 4:40 p. 
m. (9:40 a. m. St. Louis time) to- 
day after setting a new long-dis- 
tance nonstop record. 

They beat the American long- 
distance mark established by the 
Americans, Russell Boardman and 
John Polando, by more than 300 
miles. They were in the air 57 
hours and 28 minutes. 

Walfish Bay is 800 miles north 
of here and 5411 miles from Cran- 
well, England, where the flight 
started. 

The former record of 5012 miles 
was set by Boardman and Polando, 
in a flight from New York to Is- 
tanbul, Turkey. 

News that the _ record was 
smashed reached here at 12:27 p. 
m,, South African time (5:27 a. m., 
St. Louis time) when the mono- 
plane flashed word that it passed 
the little town of Zesfontein, Ovam- 
boland. 

The aviators took off from Cran- 
well ut 8:15 a. m. (South African 
time) Monday. International regu- 
lations required they exceed the 
Boardman-Polando pecord by 62 
miles. 


7 MEN BURIED UNDER TONS 
OF ROCK IN QUARRY SLIDE 


Manager of Crew Says “There’s No 
Chance Any Is Alive;” Acci- 
dent at Fletcher, N. C.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8. — The 
Senate, after the stormiest debate 
of the present session, last night 
summarily removed David S. Barry 
from the office of sergeant-at- 
arms for having stated in a maga- 
zine article that somé members of 
Congress sell their votes for money. 
He admitted that he had no €vi- 
dence to support the charge. The 
vote was 53 to 17, both Missouri 
Senators, Clark and Patterson, vot- 
ing for removal, 

Various proposals were made to 


‘soften tht punishment, such as cen- 


suring Barry, or permitting him to 
resign. They were snowed under, 
but only after Senators and spec- 
tators had indulged in unexampled 
demonstrations of feeling. The pre- 
siding officer had much difficulty 
in preserving order on the floor 
of the chamber, and on several oc- 
casions threatened to have the gal- 
leries cleared. 

Tomorrow afternoon the Judi- 
cilary Committee will take up the 
question of instituting criminal 
libel proceedings against Barry and 
the publishers of the New Out- 
look, in which his article appears 
this month.. The name of Alfred 
E. Smith, editor of the publication, 
was frequently brought into yester- 
day’s discussion, although Barry 
had testified that all his negotia- 
tions were with Frank A. Tiche 
nor, the publisher. 

The proceeding was without 
precedent in the long history of 
the Senate, and provoked an ex- 
traordinary clash of emotions. The 
speeches ranged all the way from 
sentimental pleas in behalf of the 
73-year-old Barry to vehement de- 
mands that the Senate henceforth 
take notice of its traducers and 
compel them to prove their charges 
or accept the consequences. In the 
end, however, the vote disclosed 
that the opposition to Barry’s re 
moval was virtually confined to a 
handful of old guard Republicans, 

“Game of Hare and Hounds.” 

Earlier in the day the Judiciary 

Committee, after listening to the 
testimony of the Sergeant-at-Arms 
and other witnesses suggested by 
him, had unanimously voted to 
recommend his removal. When 
Chairman Norris presented the 
recommendation at 4 p. m., there 
was a chorus of “Vote! Vote!” and 
it appeared that the motion would 
be adopted without debate. In fact, 
the chair had called for the ayes 
when Senator Logan, long-haired, 
roly-poly Kentucky Democrat, in- 
terposed. 
“I may be alone in-opposing this 
motion, but that makes no differ- 
ence,” he said. “I question the au- 
thority of the Senate to remove 
this man. No charge had been 
made against him. If such steps 
were taken in my State, it would 
be called mob law. What chance 
did he have here—an old man, 
faced by 96 angry Senators. It was 
a game of hare and hounds.”

Breaks Away After Arrest 
for Burglary.

American Co, Directors Ac- 
cused of Fraud in ‘Split’

NEWARK, '-N. J., Feb. 8.—Direc- 
tors ‘of the American Tobacco Co. 
were named defendants in a suit 
filed in chancery court yesterday, 
charging fraud and conspiracy in 
engineering a “stock split” which 
allegedly benefited them to the ex- 
tent of more than $3,000,000.

CHARGES SUIT CLUB 
HEAD RUNS LOTTERY 


Grand Jury Returns Indictment 
Against Louis S. Kern, 
Clothing Dealer. 


Louls S. Kern was charged in an 


indictment yesterday with estab- 
lishing a lottery in connection with 
the operation of the Schubert-Shaw 
Co., Inc., clothing dealers, of which 
he is president. 

The charge is based on evidence 
gathered by a probationary patrol- 
man in a visit to the company’s 
store on the fourth floor of the 
Goldman Building at 709 Pine 
street, following which he reported 
the concern was operating a suit 
club lottery. 

Pursuing an investigation origi- 
nated by the Better Business Bu- 
reau, the probationary reported he 
gave Kern $1 with the understand- 
ing that after he had made nine 
more similar payments he would re- 
ceive a suit on which the $10 
would constitute a first payment, 
with the balance to be paid in in- 
stallments. 

He reported that Kern also gave 
him a ticket, serially mumbered 
24,646, and told him the ticket made 
him eligible for prizes ranging from 
$10 to $500, to be paid if the num- 
ber should correspond to the final 
figures of the United States Trea- 
surer’s dollar balance as published 
in the press from time to time. 

Kern was quoted by the police- 
man as saying the scheme was like 
a weather ticket plan, except that 
the winning number was based on 
the Treasurer’s report, while the 
others are based on temperature 
readings. 

Kern, who resides at the Mark 
Twain Hotel, denied the company 
conducted a lottery. He asserted 
his business was conducted strict- 
ly on a credit basis and that prizes 
were offcred only as a premium. 

Maximum penalty for establish- 
ing a lottery is five years in the 
penitentiary. 


GETS TWO YEARS FOR STEALING 
AUTO FROM RENTAL COMPANY 


Joe M. Phillips was sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary by 
Circuit Judge Hofmeister today for 
stealing an automobile in June, 
1930, from the M. & M. Rent-a-Car 
Co., 3628 Delmar boulevard. 

Phillips, who pleaded guilty, was 
taken into court by Modesto Gen- 
tilini, a former policeman and 
bondsman, who signed a $1500 bond 
at the time of the arrest, and 
learned later that Phillips had dis- 
appeared. 

Gentilini, whose bond was declared 
forfeited, obtained a continuance of 
the forfeiture and found his man in 
Leavensworth penitentiary where 
he was serving a Federal sentence 
for stealing another car. On the 
expiration of the sentence, Gentilini 
brought Phillips here. The Circuit 
Attorney’s office indicated the bond 
forfeiture would be set aside.

SUPREME COURT TE 
FRE INSURANCE CASE 


State Tribunal Expected to 
Name Commissioner to 
Take Evidence. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 8.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc today assumed jurisdiction in 
a quo warranto proceeding by At- 
torney-General McKittrick, to re- 
strain stock fire insurance compa- 
nies in Missouri from further col- 
lection of a 162-3 per cent increase 
in fire insurance rates, which has 


been in effect since June 1, 1930, 
and to compel the companies to re- 
fund to policy holders the excess 
premiums already collected. 

The Court issued a writ of quo 
warranto, returnable in 30 days. Af- 
ter the companies file their an- 
swers to the writ, the Court prob- 
ably will appoint a special commis- 
sioner to take evidence on the At- 
torney-General’s charges that the 
companies have violated their cor- 
porate privilege and franchises in 
charging increased rates which had 
not been approved by the Missouri 
Insurance Department. 

Legality of the increased rates 
being collected by the 212 stock fire 
insurance companies operating in 
the State is involved in suits now 
pending in both the Federal and 
State courts. The higher rates 
were forced into effect by the com- 
panies on June 1, 1930, under pro- 
tection of a temporary injunction 
issued by the Federal District Court 
in Kansas City. This action came 
a few months after the State won 
a seven-year court fight over a 10 
per cent reduction in fire insurance 
rates, ordered by the Insurance De- 
partment in November, 1922. 

In the quo warranto proceeding 
the Attorney-General alleges the 
companies, by charging the higher 
rates without approval of the In- 
surance Department, had violated 
the law and abused and exceeded 
their charter privileges. He does 
not ask ouster of the companies, as 
usually is done in quo warranto 
proceedings, but asks the Court to 
fine the companies for the alleged 
violations of charter privileges, re- 
quests issuance of an order re- 
straining further collection of the 
higher rates, and an order requir- 
ing return of the excess premiums 
collected since June 1, 1930. 

The Supreme Court today took 
no action on a companion case Filed 
by the Attorney-General, in which 
he asked for a writ of prohibition 
restraining Judge Sevier of Cole 
County Circuit Court from enforcing 
an order authorizing companies 
participating in the rate proceeding 
in state court, to collect the higher 
premiums, and impound them with 
the Court, while the suit is pending. 
Disposition of this application for a 
writ was deferred by the Supreme 


Court. 

Seventy-four of the companies 
are participating in the State court 
proceeding, in which they are ask- 
ing for a review of an order by 
State Insurance Superintendent Jo- 
seph B. Thompson, issued on May 
28, 1930, in which he disapproved 
the 162-3 rate increase filed by the 
companies. In the Federal District 
Court 138 companies are asking for 
separate injunctions restraining the 
department from interfering with 
collection of the higher rates.

BOSTON, Feb. 8. — Edward T. 
Clark, hia most intimate attache 
at the White House, said last night 
that Calvin Coolidge did not “choose 
to run” for President in 1936 and

Clark read a letter which he 
received from Mr. Coolidge shortly 
before the former President’s death 
at Northampton.

The 
difficulty now is that everything 
is in an emergency requiring im- 
mediate action. I would be glad 
to tell anybody anything I know 
and I think it is a time when par- 
tisanship ought to be laid aside. 
I should not want to serve in any 
bodies or commissions. The fact 
is, that I feel worn out. No one 
can tell these days what a short 
time of three or four years may 
bring forth, but, of course, I know 
my work is done. I could not pick 
it up again. I imagine that was 
one trouble Cleveland had in try- 
ing to administer a second term. 
Any time you hear anybody talk- 
ing of me, just tell them to stop it.

Missouri Senator Proposes To- 
bacco Tax to Meet This 
Expense. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 8. — A 
transfer of the entire cost of the 
care of insane poor from the coun- 
ties to the State Government is pro- 
posed in a bill introduced today by 
Senator McDoweli of Mississippi 
County. To meet the expenditure 
the Senator offered a second bill 
providing for a stamp tax on 
tobacco products. 

The Senator said it was estimat- 
ed the tobacco tax would produce 
$3,000,000 a year. The tax would 
be a dealers’ license or privilege 
tax and would be 1 cent on each 5 
cents of the sale price. It would 
apply to cigars, cigarettes, smoking 
and chewing tobacco and snuff. 

In offering the measures the Sen- 
ator said that “a condition of inbu- 
manity” existed in many count’ s 
of the State because of the inabil- 
ity of the counties to obtain funds 
to meet the State’s charge of $18 
a month for each Insane patient in 
the State hospitals. This has been 
a charge against the countieg from 
which the patients were sent to the 
State institutions. 

“Virtually every county in South- 
east Missouri has been forced to re- 
move its patients from the State 
hospitals,” he said. “They have 
been returned to the counties 
which have no facilities to care 
for them. They have been huddled 
in county alms houses, chained to 
trees or confined- in ramshackle 
buildings. They have suffered from 
exposure and some have died. They 
cannot recejve the treatment they 
should have, or even proper shelter 
in many counties. There is only one 
thing to do and that is to provide 
for their care at State expense. I 
realize that to do so that provision 
must be made for additional State 
revenue. The tobacco tax appears 
to be a proper means of obtaining 
this revenue.” 

McDowell's bills, which are also 
sponsored by several other Sena- 
tors, would tax each 15-cent pack- 
age of cigarettes 3 cents, each 5- 
cent cigar 1 cent, each 10-cent 
cigar 2 cents, and would fix a tax 
of 1 cent for each 5 cents of sale 
price or fraction thereof. 

The tax is to be paid by the deal- 
er, the stamps to be affixed by the 
wholesale dealer. The proposed law 
is to be administered by the State 
Tax Commission. A fine of from 
$25 to $250 is fixed for violation 
of any of the numerous provisions 
of the act.

Walter J. G. Neun, president of

It has been learned that a lump 
sum payment of between $1,250,000,- 
000 and $2,000,000,000 is being ‘on- 
sidered by the British Cabinet as 
settlement for the total European 
debt of about $11,000,000,000, which 
was to have been paid over a peri- 
od extending through .the next 50 
years. 

Sir Ronald to Return Soon. 

Sir Ronald, it is stated, will re- 
turn to the United States with a 
completed outline of the British 
debt policy, which is being formu- 
lated at conferences between him- 
self and the Cabinet “big five.” 
These discussions, with Premier 
MacDonald and Ministers Neville 
Chamberlain, Sir John Simon, Wal- 
ter Runciman and Stanley Baldwin 
participating, are to continue at 
least several days longer. 

The present activities of the six 

men are described as a prelimi- 
nary survey of the debt situation, 
and for this reason no official an- 
nouncements are expected concern- 
ing the matters discussed.

next month. 

Great Britain’s debts to America 
now stands at approximately $4,- 
$99,520,000. The payment proposed 
by Mander, therefore, would effect 
final settlement on a basis of some- 
thing less than 10 per cent, approx- 
imately the scale on which the 
Lausanne conference settled the 
German reparations. 


For Debt Settlement Equally as 
Satisfactory as at Lausanne. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—The 
general impression in congressional 
circles today is that Great Britain 
will have little success with any 
troposals to settle all European war 
cebts owed this Government by one 
final payment of $2,000,000,000. 

A report by a special committee 
of the International Chamber of 
Commerce just published here says 
that what is needed for success of 
the World Economic Conference is 
a debts settlement as “equally satis- 
factory” as the Lausanne repara- 
tions agreement which cut down 
German payment to about 10 cents 
on the doliur. 

Of the 10 who signed the report 
only one represented the United 
States.

ARGENTINE FARM LEADER, 
FOMENTING STRIKE, ARRESTED 


He Is Charged With Violating Pen- 
al Code and May Be Asked 
to Leave Country. 
By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES Feb. 8.—Pro- 
vincial police in the northern 
province of Entre Rios, on orders 
issued by Leopoldo Melo, Federal 
Secretary of the Interior yesterday 
arrested Estaban Piacenza, presi- 
dent of the Argentine Agrarian 
Federation. The farmers’ organi- 
zation, which has 85,000 members, 
is sponsoring a farm strike in an 
effort to force the Government to 
ameliorate agricultural ills. 

Piacenza, publisher of the Rosa- 
rio agrarian daily La Tierra, was 
jailed at Gualeguaychu during the 
latter stages of a tour of the 
Northern provinces during which 
he had enlisted thousands of farm- 
ers in the strike.

HOOVER SEEKS CUT 
N IMPORTS NOT 
SHOWN IN FIGURES 


|Said to Desire Action to 


Halt Flow From Coun- 
tries With Depreciated 


Currencies. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, . Feb. 3.—Presi- 


dent Hoover was represented in the 
highest ‘administration circles today 
as feeling that, unless steps are 
taken by the United States to slow 
down imports from countries with 


depreciated currencies, a “contin- 
uous disturbance” will be noticed 
in American economic life. 

In quarters fully acquainted with 
his views, the President was de- 
scribed as feeling the present vol- 
ume of imports is considerably 
greater than can be shown by avail- 
able statistics, because actual im- 
ports have increased where this 
would not be shown by dollar fig- 
ures. 

The President has asked Secre- 
tary of Commerce Chapin to pre- 
pare a report on the effect of im- 
ports from countries of depreciated 
currency, probably to be made pub- 
lic at the Department of Com- 
merce later in the day. 

Views Contrary to O’Brien’s. 

It can be shown in actual figures, 
Hoover thinks, that there has been 
an increase in imports in 150 lines 
of goods from countries judged by 
him to need monetary stabilization. 

The views attributed to the Pres- 
ident apparently were in conflict 
with those laid before Congress by 
the Republican chairman of the 
Tariff Commission, Robert L. 
O’Brien, and some Treasury offi- 
cials. 

They argued against any legisla- 
tion to increase tariffs except bills 
to give the Tariff Commission more 
liberty to scale up rates on investi- 
gation. Furthermore, several Re- 
publican witnesses contended the 
increase in imports was not as great 
as sometimes represented. 

Democrats Agaiast Action. 

Disclosure of the President’s 
views today was timed just before 
the Democrats of the House were 
to meet in caucus. to bind them- 
selves together against considering 
any tariff legislation this session. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
has concluded hearings on bills to 
offset depreciated currency effects 
and a sub-committee has disap- 
proved them. The Republican min- 
ority of the House has pledged it- 
self to seek a vote and by petition 
has compelled a vote Feb. 13 on 
taking up the Crowther bill for 
automatic tariff increases. The 
Democrats want to vote this down, 
to head off the entire question this 
session. 

The Crowther bill was especially 
criticised by Tariff Commission and 
Treasury witnesses.

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Conserving Missouri’s Water Power 


The purpose of the bill introduced by Senator Bales 
of Shannon Couiity is to supply an omission in the 
laws of Missouri which relate to water power. 

“The Federal Power Commission, which hag granted 
permits for water power and dam sites in Missouri 
up to this time, was designed to co-operate with the 
states. It is not the policy of the commission, nor 
was it the intention of Congress, that the Federal 
authorities should assume jurisdiction to the exclu- 
sion of the states. They are assumed to have rights 
and wishes in all such matters, and those rights and 
wishes are supposed to be respected by the nation. 

Very well. Two great water power projects have 
been developed in Missouri under Federal permits 
without giving the. State any voice in the matter; 
one on Osage River at Bagnell, owned and operated by 
Union Blectric Light & Power Co., the other the dam 
on White River at Branson, owned and operated by 
the Doherty interests. It is true that in both in- 
stances certificates of necessity and convenience 
wete secured from the Public Service Commission; 
but these had nothing to do with the right to build 
the dams. They related solely to the production of 
electricity. Permission to build the dams had been 
secured in Washington. Missouri had nothing to do 
with it. She could have had something to do with 
it; but.in the absence of any such provision in the 
statutes of the State, she could not avail herself of 
the co-operative policy of the Federal Government. 

The Bales bill would correct this situation, arm 
the State with its rights, and provide it with all 
due means of expressing its desires in such matters. 
The bill enunciates the principle that Missouri is 
interested in the enjoyment of the running waters 
of the State by the people; that the rivers are a 
recreative and esthetic asset; that what is merely 
utilitarian is not necessarily what the people would 
wish or that which would benefit them most. This 
principle has been the great desideratum in fre- 
sisting®* power projects on Current River. The Fed- 
eral Power Commission has granted permits for sev- 
eral dams on Current River, notwithstanding there 
is no market at this time for more power than we 
already have in the State. The protests against 
building these dams and creating a series of lakes on 
Current River are baséd upon the exceptional natural 
beauties of what is regarded by many as one of the 
chief esthetic and recreative assets of the State. 

It is the design of Senator Bales to bring all such 
undeveloped projects within the scope of the bill now 
in the Legislature. That is, concurrence by the State 
in any power grant becomes mandatory. The Public 
Service Commission, in addition to determining the 
necessity and convenience of such a development, is 
obligated to pass upon its desirability. The commis- 
sion, in addition to considering its utilitarian as- 
pects, must weigh against them the public interest 
in preserving the natural beauties of the State, in 
perpetuating their social potentialities. The At- 
torney-General, as the first friend of the people, is to 
participate for them in all such hearings. The Gov- 
ernor would sit with the commission. 

This matter of the public interest chiefly influ- 
ences the policy of the Government with respect to 
all such national playgrounds as Yellowstone Park, 
the Yosemite Valley, the Grand Canyon of the Colo- 
rado and to some extent Niagara Falls. It is the 


of them to the exclusion of the public interest, not to 
impair or debase their natural beauty for material 
gain. This was the battle recently won for Cumber- 
land Falls. °* 1 

We have believed that to perfect the law in this re- 
spect the Legislature alone should assume responsi- 
bility for saying when and where such a dam may 
be built. Senator Bales doubts the advisability of 
such a provision, but we hope to see him yield upon it. 
The provisions of the law cannot be too painstaking. 
The water power, of Missouri is of immense value. It 
is a part of all that natural wealth which should for- 
ever belong to the people. Senator Bales makes many 
admirable proposals. He would have the applicant 
for a dam site file a copy of his application with the 
State Commission; construction must begin in 
two years from the date of grant; no license or cer- 
tificate could be issued for a period exceeding 50 
years; all contracts for the sale of hydro-electric pow- 
er outside the State could be cancéled when the Com- 
mission discovers that interstate complications de- 
stroy its control over rates; the State would reserve 
the right at any time after 20 years, and on one 
year’s notice, to take over the property at a fair value 
not to be in excess of thé reasdnable cost of con- 
struction. Neither good will, going value, nor pros- 
pective revenues would affect the figure at which the 
Btate may acquire the property. If the Commission 
and the licensee were unable to agree on the valua- 
tion, the State could acquire the property by con- 
demnation. 

The applicant in all such cases would be required 
to submif himself to the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion to fix reasonable rates for heat, light or power 
generated wholly or in part by such a plant, and the 
licensee ‘would forfeit all his rights by failure sub- 
stantially to comply with this agreement. The li- 
censee would be required <0 move his plant upon for- 
feiture of his rights. There was a time when the 
courts would have set all such provisions aside, in 
compliance with the Supreme Court mandate that 
the owner of such property is entitled to a profit of 
7.1 per cent on its value. This was the rule laid 
down in the St. Louis & O’Fallon decision, the rule 
subsequently repeated in the Baltimore Street Rail- 
way decision. It caused the revolt in the Senate when 
Mr. Hughes was nominated for the Supreme Court. 

There is a widespread feeling that a fairer valua- 
tion formula is in the offing; that the old formula, 
undér which regulation by the states has broken 
down and rates have been so exorbitantly elevated, 
has become untenable; that the courts themselves 
can no longer sustain it. If that is to be true, the 
provisions of the Bales bill could become applicable. 
They could give the State control over all such devel- 
opments within the bordérs of Missouri, which is, of 
course, what the State should have now. It isa 
right she should already be exercising at both the 
Bagnell and Branson dams; a right she can, if she 
will, in time recapture. 

The appearance of the Bales bill ushers in a new 
Missouri era. Heretofore, the State has been an on- 
looker in a field where its rights should be inalien- 
able. Missouri has seen some of her greatest natural 
assets bartered away over her head. Henceforth, she 
will assume full co-jurisdiction with the Government. 


A FINE EXERCISE OF CLEMENCY. 

On promise that they would refrain from public 
demonstrations, Yetta Becker and Orville A. Smith, 
youthful Communist agitators, have been paroled by 
Judge Dickmann, in whose court they were tried last 
month for participation in the City Hall riot of last 
summer. Both received sentences of a year in the 
workhouse, and Miss Becker, in addition, was fined 
$200. They are required to report to the Court every 
four months during the two-year parole period. 

We applaud this exercise of the great judicial pre- 
rogative of clemency. Judge Dickmann’s action sym- 
bolizes the toleration and restraint which St. Louis 
has repeatedly shown in dealing with matters con- 
cerning political opinion. It is not so elsewhere in 
this country. We have ‘heard of no movement, and 
likely will not, to parole the young Negro, who re- 
cently was sentenced to an 18-to-20-year prison term 
in Atlanta, Ga., for having in his possession radical 
literature. 

The young Negro was guilty of no overt act against 
public order, as were Smith and Miss Becker. In 
fact, the literature in his possession, as defense coun- 
sel showed, can also be found in the libraries of the 
nation, including the library of Atlanta. Yet, so 
insensible were the jury and the Judge to the princi- 
ples of freedom of thought and speech that they in- 
dulged in a barbaric legal orgy. 

We prefer the St. Louis idea. If radicalism has 
anything to offer, it cannot be suppressed by legal 
tyranny. Ideas cannot be killed by workhouse sen- 
tences. Our American civilization is too big and fine 
to set up a rigid standard of thought and crush those 
who will not fit themselves into it. 

TODAY’S MAKE-BELIEVE ELECTION. 

The people voted a quarter of a year ago, but it was 
not until today that the presidential election offi- 
cially occurred under the archaic workings of our 
electoral college system. The Senators, as scheduled, 
marched solemnly to the House chamber, bearing the 
two specially built mahogany boxes containing the 
electors’ ballots. Not until the Vice-President heard 
the tellers’ verdict and informed the assembled law- 
makers of the outcome were Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Garner entitled to their offices next month and, in- 
cidentally, to the handsome boxes as souvenirs of the 
occasion. One innovation occurred this year—the elec- 
tors did not bear the news to Washington, like 
breathless messengers to Garcia, but sent their ballots 
by mail. The hollow ceremony, like the lame-duck 
Congress, came down from stage coach days, when it 
actually took three months or so to collect the vote. 
Now we know the outcome on election night. Senator 
Norris’ next_objective is abolition of the electoral 
college, so today’s make-believe may be the last. 
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BANDIT OR PATRIOT? 

Any remaining suspicion that Gen. Sandino is a 
bandit instéad of the Nicaraguan patriot he professed 
himself to be should be dispelled both by his action 
in making peace, now that our marines have been 
withdrawn, an@ by his utterances. Yet we find the 
New York Evening Post still referring to him as “the 
notorious outlaw,” and suspecting that his meeting 
with President Sacasa is a crafty prelude to fresh 
raids. Sandino’s statement of motives and purposes, 
as printed in yesterday's Post-Dispatch leaves little 
ground for the bandit theory. Without bitterness, 
scrupulously using the third person, he writes al-

fers the marines as misguided dupes rather than 
bloodthirsty enemies of his country. In the accom- 
panying portrait, the picturesque field regalia does 
savor of the swaggering outlaw, but the face is that 
of a thinker, a saddened yet determined man. And 
why, we ask in giving the bandit theory its farewell 
boot, should an outlaw surrender his arms and, with 
his men, turn to agriculture, when the chief obstacle 
to looting the ‘country has disappeared? 
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MR. BARRY’S BLUNDERS. 

David S. Barry, now ousted as Senate Sergeant-at- 
arms, blundered egregiously in the way he wrote 
in the New Outlook about bribery in Congress. Cross- 
examined in the Senate, his fumbling defense was 
pathetic. He did only a little better in his statement 
read before the Judiciary Committee of the Senate, 
and failed to produce any evidence to support his 
broad statement about members of Congress who 
take inoney. The best he could do was a statement 
by Senator Glass that opponents of branch banking 
had “hired some Congressman.” Wut this proved to 
have occurred 10 years ago. His other instance, a 
statement by Senator Nye, merely quoted the belief 
of a witness that a Senator had received money from 
a seeker of tariff favors. 

Undoubtedly the Senate’s indignation over Barry’s 
conduct is justified, for his sweeping and unsup 
ported reference to “Senators or Representatives who 
Sell their vote for money” was a blunder. (He did 
not return to the topic, and the rest of the article 
is mostly a harsh attack, from a hidebound standpat 
viewpoint, on the progressives in Congress.) “Little 
black bag” transactions no longer aze the fashion, 
but some dealings that have been exposed come 
perilously near that forbidden territory. For in- 
stance, there was the expose in November, 1931, of 
how a lobbyist for a high sugar tariff had sold 
shares of sugar company stock to Senators Watson 
and Davis on their personal notes, without payment 
of cash. Watson admitted it cheerfully, saying he 
had made no profit; that “the stock is of no account, 
and neither is my note.” Selling out for money is 
too harsh a charge for members of Congress to 
stomach, but where is the legislator who will boldly 
declare that the membership is adamant against per- 
suasion or influence or a quid pro quo for services 
rendered? 

Such subtle operations are the business of the 
lobbyists, who, in Mr. Hoover’s words, are a “locust 
swarm” at the capital. The legislators who dance 
to their piping do not receive rolls of bills in return, 
but there are rewards none the less: political sup- 
port by special interests, votes of interested groups, 
campaign contributions, lucrative positions after leav- 
ing office, log-rolling support of pet measures, and so 
on. They have many attractive things to offer, these 
manufacturers seeking tariff subsidies, these dry agi- 
tators, armament makers, veterans’ bonus groups, etc. 

Barry blundered in assuming that faint praise 
signified defense rather than damnation. He blun- 
dered again in talking about payments in money 
rather than payments in favors. The New Outlook 
editors blundered as well: they accepted the broad 
accusation without question or effort to verify it, and, 
according to Barry, they edited his manuscript, with- 
out consulting him, to give the charge & prominent 
position. Even so, Barry’s utterances have awak- 
ened fresh interest in how legislative favors are 
doled out by Congress, and his dismissal may not be

The Fallacy of “‘Buy American” 


Campaign for economic isolation in U. S. follows similar trend elsewhere, caused by 
world price deflation; however, large part of our production depends on foreign 
matkets, and workers in these fields would be hard hit; end of purchases abroad 
also would virtually kill hope of collecting either war debts or private loans.

ED by the newspapers owned by Wil- 
L liam Randolph Hearst and ably second- 
ed by the Saturday Evening Post, we 
are in the midst of a campaign of unprece- 
dented proportions urging us to turn our 
backs flatly upon international trade and to 
seek a self-contained national prosperity. 
There is much in Mr. Hearst’s plea deserv- 
ing of sympathetic attention. Recognition 
that the roots of the depression extend be- 
yond the boundaries of the United States 
has led many Americans to feel that a res- 
toration of business stability is impossible 
unless this country severs, as far as possible, 
its economic ties with the outside world. 
Leading economists have taken the position 
that a serious mistake was made in develop- 
ing a dependence upon world trade during 
the last decade, and have declared them- 
selves in favor of adjustments which will re- 
store the former reliance on home markets. 
It is only natural, moreover, that we 
should be primarily concerned with restora- 
tion of American prosperity. Since the on- 
set of the world crisis, every nation has 
sought to protect its domestic market 
against the world-wide deflation by erecting 
and strengthening almost prohibitive bar- 
riers against cheap foreign imports. Hav- 
ing found the protection that was afforded 
by such measures to be inadequate, some 
45 countries have abandoned the gold stand- 
ard and thereby brought renewed pressure 
upon world prices, As the chief creditor 
nation, steadfast in defense of the _ gold 
standard, the United States has been left 
holding the bag. Proportionately, this coun- 
try has suffered a greater business decline 
than any other, with the possible exceptions 


of Germany and Poland. 
* * . 


But even a superficial glance is enough 
to disclose the fundamental fallacy in the 
“Buy American” campaign. For more than 
50 years the United States has maintained a 
“favorable” balance of trade. Even in the 
darkest days of the depression, there has 
been a relatively substantial surplus of ex- 
ports over imports. Foreigners can only 
purchase American products when they are 
obtainable at world prices and when they 
can secure the necessary American currency 
or its equivalent. If the United States 
should seriously curtail the importation of 
foreign goods, and in addition, as Mr. 
Hearst suggests, suddenly discontinue the 
annual mass pilgrimage to Europe, there 
would have to be at least a dollar-for-dollar 
decline in American exports. 

The best that could be hoped for, conse- 
quently, would be reshuffling of existing 
purchasing power. The producers for the 
home market would gain at the expense of 


those who are dependent upon the main- 


tenance of our export trade—with the farm- 
ers, as usual, bearing thé bulk of the bur- 
den. There would be no increase in the to- 
tal purchasing power of the country. In 
practice, however, the 
movement, if it could be successfully organ- 
ized, would give renewed impetus to the 
deflationary spirit and nullify all the efforts 
to check it. 

While an excellent theoretical case may 
be made for insulating ourselves, the prac- 
tical objections are uanswerable. Although 
this country is less dependent upon foreign

mercial Powers, many types of agricultural 
and industrial activity rely largely upon for- 
eign markets. We normally raise nearly 
twice as much cotton as is required for do- 
mestic needs, while a large portion of our 
annual production of tobacco, meat, petro- 
leum and copper can only be disposed of 
abroad. Only about 8 per cent of the output 
of our factories:is exported in normal times, 
but half of the motorcycles, one-quarter of 
the agricultural machinery and 40 per cent 
of the typewriters are sold overseas. 

No doubt readjustment could be made, but 
thousands of men and women, skilled and 
unskilled, would pay a heavy price during 
the transition period and many of them 
would probably never find new employment. 

Isolation would have to be complete to 
be effective. Halfway measures, such as 
are ordinarily proposed, would be far more 
destructive than a thorough-going system. 

= * * 

Very few advocates of national economic 
self-containment are aware, however, of the 
full implications of their proposals. Mr. 
Hearst certainly is not. Cessation of pur- 
chases from foreign countries would auto- 
matically deprive all foreigners of the means 
of payment of interest or principal of all 
loans, public and private, owed to the United 
States. This would involve not only can- 
celation of 11 billion dollars of intergovern- 
mental indebtedness, but of some 15 bil- 
lions of private investments as well. Even 
dividends on direct investments cannot be 
paid except in goods and services. Neither 
Mr. Hearst nor the Saturday Evening Post 
has exhibited any notable enthusiasm for 
the cancelation of the war debts. 

Various schemes have been suggested for 
permitting payment in something other than 
goods or services, but upon examination it 
will be found that they only defer or cam- 
ouflage such payment. Even the receipt of 
gold would be of practically no value unless 
the gold were used for the purchase of com- 
modities or services. It would lie idle in 
the vault of the Federal Reserve Bank, a 
mere shadow of its former glory. Similarly, 
the transfer of ownership of foreign busi- 
ness enterprises or colonies would be use- 
less unless we were willing to receive the 
benefits in some concrete form. If we were 
not allowed to travel abroad or even to 
purchase foreign periodicals in place of the 
Hearst publications, our economic empire 
would become worthless—as' it is rapidly 
becoming through the pursuit of our pres- 
ent policies. 

It is not likely that the “Buy American”

Criticism of Student Finance 
Board Follows Canceling of 
Muscial Comedy. 


A letter charging that the Wash- 
ington University Board of Student 
Finance has become “a faculty 
committee having little or no re- 
gard for the concern of students on 
the campus” has been sent to fac- 
ulty members of the board by the 
Men’s Council, a student organiza- 


‘tion, through Frank A. Neun, sec- 


retary. 
The letter followed complaints 


that student members had not re 
ceived timély notice of a board 
meeting which decided that a $1000 
guarantee was required for produc- 
tion of the Quadrangle Club’s mu- 
sical comedy, “French Class.” The 
decision resulted in the abandon- 
ment of the play. : 
The letter asked the faculty 
members to consider the charges 
“to avoid a feeling on the campus 
that the board is unfair to the stu- 
dent body.” It asserted that fac- 
ulty members met in advance of 
board meetings to plan concerted 
action. 

Samuel A. Marsh, chairman of 
the board and comptroller of the 


juniversity, expressed regret today 


at the position taken by “some of 
the students” and denied the 
charges in the letter, but declined 
to discuss the matter further, char- 
acterizing it as “relatively wunim- 
portant.” 

Other faculty members of the 
board: Dean Wiley B. Rutledge of 
the Law School; Ernest O. Sweet- 
ser, professor of structural engineer- 
ing; Mrs. Jessica Young Stephens, 
assistant professor of mathematics 
and astronomy.

SEEKING $1,000,000 
FOR WOMAN SCHOLARS 


Vice-Presicgent of University 
Association Tells of Work 
to Aid Research. 


While women are slowly taking 


their place beside men in many 

professions and undertdkings, the 
American Association of Univer- 
sity Women is working toward the 
recognition of woman scholars and 
providing means for those with 
ability to continue their research, 
according to Mrs. Dorothy Atkin- 
son of Minneapolis, Minn., first 
vice-president of the association. 

Mrs. Atkinson spoke yesterday 
at tea before the College Club and 
was the dinner guést of the Wel- 
lesley Club. A Weliesley graduate, 
she has just completed a six-year 
term as trustee of that college. She 
left last night for Hot Springs, 
Ark., and will complete her tour 
with several more stops in Arkan- 
sis and Missouri towns. 

Mrs. Atkinson spoke in behalf of 
the $1,000,000 fellowship fund which 
is being raised by the association’s 
Fellowship Appeal Committee to 
provide woman universities grad- 
uates with opportunity to study, 
both in this country and abroad. 
The fund is being raised from 
among college clubs, Missouri be- 
ing in a group with Arkansas, Ok- 
lahoma and Kansas, whose quota 
is $40,000, of which more than one- 
fourth has been raised. 

“What we are looking for,” Mrs. 
Atkinson said, “are women gradu- 
ates who show promise of distinc- 
tion and to encourage and enable 
them to go on with research. 
Eventually the ability of the wo- 
man scholar should be recognized 
as commensurate with that of 
men.” 

The association has just awarded 
10 fellowships out of a previous 
fund and will begin next year on 
the new fund. In all cases ability 
and not financial need is the prime 
consideration for the award. Mrs. 
Atkinson also expressed disapprov- 
al of giving scholarships to girls 
merely on the basis of need, be- 
lieving that many such receive 
scholarships but have not the abili- 
ty to get what they could out of 
college. 

“What we want to do,” she said, 
“is to encourage the person of dis-

The warehouse could not 
make the loan. 

“Byers informed me he then de- 
cided to sell some of the supplies 
so that he could keep the balance 
for distribution.

Meals 
should be eaten in comparative 
quiet. 

Their school work should not be 
too heavy or too long. Home work 
should be done in short periods, 
with 15 minutes’ rest in every hour.
